varro county this year and 
the prevailing prices for cot- 
ton and cotton seed are 
maintained the actual sales 
value of the 1934 crop will 
be approximately that received for 
the 70,000 bales pioduced In 1933. 
If the maximum estimate of 45,' 
000 bale* Is

ments be made by the speaker of 
the house, the lieutenant governor 
and the governor.

ROOSEVELT FAMILY 


THREATENED WITH 


HARMJ LETTER 


MAN ARRESTED NEW YORK 
BEFORE OFFICIAL FAMILY 


HEARS OF CASE 


NEW YORK. Aug. 31.—I . 
lamln FranVIIn Yarn, the writer 
of a clumsy letter threatening 
.harm to President Roosevelt and 
Ms grandchildren, was committed 
to BelUvue Hospital for observa- 
it on today, by Federal Judge Fran. 
els G. Caffey. 
Yarn, red-headed 
and stoddly 
built, was arraigned before Judge 
iCaffey under the "Mndbergh kid- 
naping law" and was ordered held 
'under 129.000 bail. 


i Judge Caffey waa told by Assist- 
ant United Rtates Attorney Joseph 
E Brill that Yarn had attributed 
inspiration for the letter to one 
"Svengall," whom he had met In 
Central Park. 
Yarn was quoted by tho prose- 
cutor as saying 
Svengali 
had 
"come right UP through the stone 
floor Into my room a night 
or 
.two aeo and »ald the letter must 
be written at once," 8veng*U Yarn 
told Brill, "was dressed to black 
with a sort of veil" and threaten- 
led modily harm aa the per.alty for 
not writing the letter. 


The letter was addressed to Mrs. 
Roosevelt at the White House. It 
said that unless she paid $168,000, 
"Buizle" and "Sistle" Dall, children 
of the president's daughter, Mrs. 
Anna Roosevelt Dall, and the ba- 
by of Elliott Roosevelt would be 
kidnaped and that Injury would 
be Inflicted on the president 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
never saw the letter but secret 
rervlce men did and they started 
an investigation that led to Yarn s 
arrest last night. 


The letter writer Included in 
the kidnap note a telephone num- 
ber where he could be reached. It 
was that of the William Sloane 
house branch of the Y.M.C.A. in 
New York where Yarn had been 
living and where he was arrested. 
Although 
the authorities 
were 
secretive about the entire affair, 
it was learned that the arrest was 
made by Detectives John Broder- 
Ick of the New York police, who 
co-operated with the secret ser- 
vice men tn running dbvi) the 
threat. 
Yarn, who was held for arraign- 
ment today, described himself as 
a. former machinist in the naval 
aviation corps and said he was a 
resident of Charleston. S. C. He 
was described an a member of a 
prominent Charleston family. He 
is unmarried. 
The threatening letter was sign- 
ed 'By Order of Z an gar a." It was 
Gulseppe Zangara who shot at Mr. 
Roosevelt in Miami In February, 
1938. 
but who hit Mayor Anton 
Cermak of Chicago instead, caus- 
ing his death. 
The letter specified that the 
$168,000 be furnished In denomi- 
nations of $1. $5, $10, $20 and 
$100 and said that Mrs. Roosvelt 
would be informed by telephone 
when and how to deliver it. It 
was understood the letter threat- 
ened that the .president's grand- 
children . would be done bodily 
harm after they were kidnaped if 
the money were not paid. 
RooMvette Not Alarmed. 
It said also that if Mrs. Roose- 
velt failed to "string along" with 
the "gang." the president would 
be harmed. 
The president and Mrs. Roose- 
velt at Hyde Park expressed sur- 
prise when Informed of the threat- 
ening letter and Yarns arrest. 
Marvin H. Mclntyre, presidential 
secretary, said they felt no con- 
cern and urged that the prisoner 
be given careful attention. 


Richard Jervls, head of the se- 
cret service detail guarding.the 
president at the summer White 
Houce, expressed the belief the 
arrested man needed hospital at- 
tention.
